Vox once, we deaf have been able 
tO secure the removal of a state 
school head who has incurred our 
displeasure! Let that fact be enroll- 
ed on the imperishable archives 
of history. 

Col. Oscar C. Smith, gassed and 
wounded, leading his troops in the 
Argonne — a self-educated small- 
town lawyer who rose from the coal 
mines to a position of prominence 
by sheer bull-dog determination- 
has been removed. He was also a 
ni of the Spanish War, and a 
strong politician. 

The history of the case is well 
worth reviewing. After two de- 
cades of spineless management, dur- 
ing which the Illinois school slid 
from a proud position near the top 
of American schools for the deaf, to 
a place very near the bottom, Super 
intetntent Charles Cillett left in 
P>20, or so. He was succeeded by 
White, a practical educator for sonu 
normal school — utterly without ex- 
nee in teaching the deaf. White 
amazed everybody by buckling tc 
the job like a veteran, and in a tew 
months had the school well on the 
road upwards. Supt. White 
suddenly dismissed to make a place 
i political supporter of Gov. 
Pen Small— Col. Oscar C. Smith. 

Realizing he was incompetent U 
"teach the deaf," Col. Smith 
wisely left the entire scholastic 
regulation to his various principals: 
and, assuming the title of "com- 
manding officer," devoted himself 
to the administration end. Ik 
d a lot of dead timber out ot 
the faculty; engaged the famous 
Fred Fancher as bandmaete* 
launched into a praisweorthy policy 
of publicity whic'h brought th< 
school favorably before the public 

In many respects Col. Smith 
ed high praise. Under hi* 
management Illinois again came up 
the top of American school- 
for the deaf; and Illinois boys am 
uirls again began flocking to Gal- 
laudet Colic
